WHY THE LEAVES TURN 


From every direction comes the re­ 
port that the coloring of the autumn 
foliage is more brilliant than usual. 
Yet there has been no frost. 
What 
is the explanation? 
Merely this: it 
is the last of October and frost or no 
frost, the processes of nature must be 
served. 
During summer’s greenness, 
the chlorophyll of the 
leaves 
was 
busy producing plant food by combin­ 
ing carbon dioxide from the air with 
water taken in at the roots. 
Now the 
trees have their growth and operat­ 
ing on a budget which must be fol­ 
lowed, put no more chlorophyll 
to 
work. 
What is present in the leaves 
wastes away and the sunlight brings 
out other colors contained in lesser 
quantities. 
Yellow predominates be­ 
cause next to green of the chlorophyll 
it is present in the largest amount. 
Seme colors come into 
their 
own. 
Others are produced in the chemical 
reactions that accompany the cessa 
ticn of industry in the leaves. 
It is 
all a matter of alkalis, sugars and 
mineral pigments. 
Thus, in one way 
or another arrives the red of the hard 
maple and sumac , the 
gold of the 
hickory nut, the brown of oak 
and 
beech. 
Science shatters the reputa 
tion of the elfin artist of the peaked 
cap and dripping palette, but as al­ 
ways leaves a more wonderful 
ex­ 
planation in the place of pretty fic­ 
tion.—Post-Dispatch.

the benefits of all ex-service men un­ 
der the law, comes a new opportunity 
for service as well as a new responsi­ 
bility for all. We are now not mere­ 
ly officials of some of those agencies 
but of the Veterans’ Administration, 
which, in a broad sense, means them 
all.

Mayor Johnson and two Aldermen, 
John B. Rebura and N. W. Schuler, 
have made several inspection trips 
recently through municipal plants at 
Jackson, Poplar Bluff, Sikeston, Sa 
lem, Malden, Osceola and New Mad 
rid.

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WHY THE LEAVES TURN 


From every direction comes the re­ 
port that the coloring of the autumn 
foliage is more brilliant than usual. 
Yet there has been no frost. 
What 
is the explanation? 
Merely this: it 
is the last of October and frost or no 
frost, the processes of nature must be 
served. During summer’s greenness, 
the chlorophyll of the 
leaves 
was 
busy producing plant food by combin­ 
ing carbon dioxide from the air with 
water taken in at the roots. Now the 
trees have their growth and operat­ 
ing on a budget which must be fol­ 
lowed, put no more chlorophyll 
to 
work. What is present in the leaves 
wastes away and the sunlight brings 
out other colors contained in lesser 
quantities. 
Yellow predominates be- 
jause next to green of the chlorophyll 
it is present in the largest amount. 
Some colors come into 
their 
own. 
Others are produced in the chemical 
reactions that accompany the cessa­ 
tion of industry in the leaves. 
It is 
all a matter of alkalis, sugars and 
mineral pigments. Thus, in one way 
or another arrives the red of the hard 
maple and sumac , the 
gold of the 
hickory nut, the brown of oak 
and 
beech. 
Science shatters the reputa 
tion of the elfin artist of the peaked 
cap and dripping palette, but as al­ 
ways leaveg a more wonderful 
ex­ 
planation in the place of pretty fic­ 
tion.—Post-Dispatch. 


DAY BY DAY WITH 
GOVERNOR PATTERSON 


The approach of fall this year has 
been very gradual. There have been 
no sharp changes in the weather such 
as to bring on the sudden transfor­ 
mations in the foliage of the trees. 
The beautiful 
processes 
of nature 
which take place in this season of the 
year, while distinctly observable, have 
been-slow and accomplished with 
so 
much ease and silence that compar­ 
ing one day with another the changes 
are almost imperceptible. Time, tho\ 
has only been muffling its footfalls. 
But they have surely passed this way, 
leaving their imprints behind; 
not 
many of them, it is true, but enough 
to show that one of the earth’s very 
oldest stories is to be repeated, 
a 
story replete with interest and mys­ 
tery, one in the telling of which we 
never tire. 
In nature there seems to be a uni­ 
versal kinship, and those who do not 
feel it have never paused long enough 
to look within and recognize the ties 
of affinity that bind them to the earth 
they dwell upon, and everything 
it 
holds within its arms, animate and in­ 
animate. 


The sturdy oaks still retain their 
leaves. In most there has been very 
little alteration in the green of them 
since summer. 
If anything, a few 
of them appear of a fresher and deep­ 
er hue. In others splotches here and 
there of brown and yellow have ap­ 
peared among the leaves, and 
some 
of 
these have fallen, though not 
enough to show the loss. 
The maples on my place are just 
beginning to change their 
appear­ 
ance. Ordinarily at this time of the 
year yellow is predominant, but 
it 
will be some days yet before this col­ 
or will be revealed. The tulip trees, 
or the poplars as we here call them, 
are a little more advanced in show­ 
ing signs of cold weather and in mak­ 
ing preparations for their long win­ 
ter sleep. The walnuts are generally 
the first of all to shed their leaves, 


and this year there has been no ex­ 
ception, though one or two of these 
seem very loath to part with their 
verdue. 
As usual, the sumac and the black 
gum are relied upon to give a splash 
of vivid color to the woods, but these 
have been slow under the influence 
of the warm nights and still warmer 
days to change from green to red, and 
dress in their most attractive attire. 
We need some cold nights and the 
deft fingers of frost to bring out the 
colors of the trees in the fall, 
and 
these we have not yet had. 
The roses are still blooming in the 
garden, as are the tomato plants, af­ 
ter all the hard work of production 
during the summer, and some of the 
other plants left over from the past 
season are showing here and there a 
new growth, just as if they thought 
the pleasant weather would continue, 
that there would be no ice and snow 
this year, 
no shivering 
among the 
people. 


Sunday was a day 
in which 
no 
fault could be found. It was divine­ 
ly fair. 
Like the beautiful 
chaste 
face of a modest woman, whose soul 
is mirrored in her lovely countenance, 
there was not a blemish on the face 
of last Sahbath day. 
During the night before, by the 
light of the moon, little artisans had 
been busy weaving a profusion 
of 
delicate veils which they spread here 
and there on tufts of grass, and hung 
on the bushes and shrubs. No human 
weaver or machine made by man can 
approach the fineness of a spider’s 
craft, and our wonder at their deft­ 
ness grows when we think that all 
these forms of etherial and elusive 
beauty were spun out of the substanc­ 
es contained in their own bodies. 
I have loved to watch the processes 
of nature since a child, 
and 
never 
have I seen such a number and varie­ 
ty of webs woven in one night in the 
looms of the spiders, who were 
not 
even visible to receive my thanks and 
congratulations as 
my 
gaze rested 
upon their wonderful work. 
___

bush growing riotously was hung al­ 
most in the form of an octagon the 
largest specimen I had ever seen of 
the spider's craft, and also the most 
beautiful in ita tracery, so fine that 
it seemed to be spiritual. 
When I look upon the trees,

blue sky, and realize what the little 
inhabitants of the earth 
are doing, 
that so far out number us, whom we 
so often tread upon and so heedless­ 
ly destroy the fruits of their indus­ 
try, it seems that all of us who com­ 
plain could be more thankful, more 
considerate, and more humble, 
and 
thus find a greater joy in living and 
a sweet solace for all our troubles and 
anxieties.—Commercial Appeal.
